A MESSAGE FROM THE SEA. 

To the Editor of the ** Onna Matt.”

THE MILITARY PROSPECT FOR 
TURKEY, ; 

A well-informed correspondent writes :-— 
“The idea that Muscovite policy is bent on 
destroying Turkey’ by simply keeping a 
Russian army mobilizedin the Principalities, 
without declaring war, is -daily gaining 
ground, If peace can be arranged with 
Servia and Montenegro, Ottoman confidence 
will run so high that_it_is by no means 
improbable that an. ultimatum may be.sent 
to ‘Ruesia demanding the withdrawal of her 
armies, ‘The war feeling in Constantinople 
is ag strong as over, and there is so much 
personal suffering occasioned by the great 
financial pressure that it is not extraor- 
dinary that there should. bo ai desire to 
terminate tho crisis at any costi—That-the- 
result of a single-handed wer. with Russia 
must be ruinous to Tarkey it is impossible 
to doubt, There is no sign of either such 
preparations or dispositiona as could lead 
to success; and those who base their faith 
onthe powers of resistance shown by Turkey 
in 1828-29 would do well to consider all the 
differences that oxist in the present 
situation, Moltke estimates the force with

The easo. with which 
Diebitach, with only a few thousand men, 
pushed through the Balkan passes, oocu- 
pied Adrianople, and advanced half-way. to 
the capital, shows how demoralized a 
Turkish army oan become, notwithstanding 
the undoubted individual bravery of the 
Ottoman soldier. For it must be re- 
membered that when pesos was signed 
Shumla was still untaken, yet from the 
time Diebitsch advanced in earnest with his 
handful of men no ‘serious resistance was 
offered, and the Turkish force at Adrianople 
sorrendered without striking a blow. 

“Such are the condition of the two 
armies that the slightest political mistake | 
may now bring into collision, On the one 
ide we have science, foresight, numbers, 
and greater financial resources; on the 
other a blind confldence:and. utter-careless- 
ness. of preparation, counterbalanced. by 
bravery and endurance.

PREPARATIONS FOR WAR.” 

Notwithstanding that negotiations for 
peace are in active progress, from various 
aeoounts preparations for war are - bein 
extensively carried on by both Turkey an: 
Russia, Thus the Vienna correspondent of 
the Eastern Budget, writing on Feb, 17, 
says i— . 
. That Russia will make war on Turkey is 
now regarded herd as almost @ certainty. 
Servia, on the other -hand, is. sinosrely 
desirous of peace, and the negotiations 
between her angi the Porte are making 
favourable progress, . The news from Mon- 
tenegro is less satisfactory ; that small but 
ambitious Power is elated with ita victories 
and the humiliations suffered by Servia at 
the hands of Russia, and it does not, like its 
neighbour, dread the resumption of hostilities, 
for war is ita most profitable trade, and it is 
sure of Russian eupport., The correspondent 
of tho same.cuthority at St, Petersburg, 
writing on Feb. 16, says :—‘‘ Russia is com- 
pleting her armaments with: extraordinary 
rapidity, ‘Three weeks ago the Southern 
army had only about 180,000 combatants ; 
three weeks hence it will have 250,000 at 
least, By that time the answers will have 
arrived to the last Russian Ciroular. People 
here no longer hope for any encouragement, 
or even sanction, from: any of the other 
Powers, The ideg of drawing Austro- 
Hungary into the coming war has also been 
abandoned—in- the fitst ‘place, because’ the 


| Cabinet of Vienna is most unwilling to 


depart from its attitude of neutrality, and

According to Vantty Fair, the following 
is the true story about Capt. the Hon, A, C 
Hobart, better known as Hobart Pasha, to 
whom Sir George Campbell referred in the 
House of Commons on Thursday, In 1868 
the Turkish Government requested the 
British Government to send them a naval 
officer of rank to organise their navy; and 
the Foreign Office granting the permission, 
the Admiralty wos asked to find an admiral 
willing to go. There was little difficulty in 
finding ono, the. promised’ salary being eome- 
thing like £7,000 per annum, and there was 
any amount of scrambling for the ‘prize. 
Their lordships took such a long time consi- 
dering the olatms of the numerous applicants, 
that the Turks becamo tired of waiting and 
they accepted the services of Capt, Hobart. 
The: authorities '.at ‘Whitehall selected 
Admiral Sir William Wiseman, Bart., K.C.B., 
who conducted: the naval operations in the 
last: New Zealand war, and informed the 
Turks of their choice. The latter ‘declined 
the offer’ “with thanks,” being. already 
suited. Their lordships, in great’ anger at 
losing such a piece of patronage, ordered 
Capt. Hobart home, and declared they should 
erase his name from the Navy List if he did 
not obey them. Naturally enough that 
gallant officer did“not see why he should 
give precedence: to Sir. William Wiseman, 
and he refused point-blank to return to 
England. His name’ was therefore struck 
out of the Nayy. List. Three years ago the 
injustice was reodgnised, and Capt. Hobart’s 
name was replaced onthe Retired List; and 
as he served with distinction in the Russian 
war, it seems very unfair to deprive him of 
his retired pay, which amounts to rather less 
than £500 per annum.
